The decision of the state highway com- 


mission to proceed with "Wisconsin's road 
construction program will be received 
with public approval. 
The commission 


perhaps has not gotten all it set out to 
get i\i the forcing of cement price reduc- 
tion, but it has secured considerable, and 
-the price at which it has closed for the- 
first consignment of cement is a very fav- 
orable quotation. It is a reduction of some 
4 7 cents on the lowest offer received 
when bids were invited. 
Inasmuch as 


[NVisconsin will use in the neighborhood of 
a million and a half barrels of cement 
the coming year the price is a matter of 
great importance and the reduction se- 
cured means -a. substantial saving.. 


AVisconsin has been acting in connec- 


tion with Michigan and Illinois in the 
matter, and this cooperation has resulted 
during the last two years in the securing 
of special prices on state highway cement. 
The concerted action of these three states 
has been effective in the purpose voted 
on as what was regarded as an exhorbi- 
tant price and their taxpayers have been 
saved many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. They have not succeeded in break- 
ing as what was commonly regarded as a 
combine, but this year they have managed 
to secure lowered prices from indepen- 
dently disposed companies, while cheap 
lake transportation has also been a factor 
in reducing prices to these states. 


SAFEGUARDING ALASKA 


- The-controversy between. Secretary of 
'Agriculture ~Walla.ce and Secretary of In- 
terior Fall as to which department shall 
have jurisdiction over the development of 
•Alaska at least serves to call public at- 
tention to the fact that Alaska constitutes 
an important economic problem. 
It 


ought to enlist that degree of public at- 
tention which will compel the govern- 
ment to carefully scrutinize policies and 
affairs touching Alaska, to the end that 
its exploitation by grasping concession- 
aires will be prevented. 


Control over Alaskin affairs is now 


Tested in the department of agriculture. 
Secretary of Interior Fall is seeking to 
have this control transferred to his de- 
partment. The plan is being opposed by 
conservationists, including Clifford Pin- 
chot, on the ground that it will be easier 
for profiteers • to raid Alaska under the 
proposed change than under the present 
arrangement. 
"Whether this opinion is 


an inheritance of the days of the Ballin- 
ger incident is hard to say. Quite regard- 
less of whether the interests of Alaska 
•will be better served in one department 
or the other, Mr. Fall's record is not al- 
together calculated to inspire the fullest 
confidence of the conservationists. 
Mr. 


Fall's politii-al and other Connections in 
>the southwest are &uch as to identify him 
with the corporation rather than the pub- 
lic point of view. As United States sen- 
ator he was one of those in favor of armed 
intervention in,Mexico, primarily for the 
benefit of American concessionaires. 


The least that can be said is that Alaska 


should be under the jurisdiction of one 
department exclusively. The supervision 
of its affairs should not be divided among 
several departments. The development of 
Alaska is recommended by national r-on- 
eiclcrations, fortthe simple reason that this 
territory is a source of vast potential 
•Wealth a.nd prosperity 1o the United 
States. But Alaskan resources can be de- 
veloped without exploitation, and without 
making them the prey of corporations that 
seek to plunder rathor than to build up. 
The effectiveness with which Alaskan in- 
terests a,rc safeguarded will depend largo. 
ly upon public interest and public scru- 
tiny, ft will be comparatively easy to lay 
the fround work for graft and greed in 
thai far-off storehouse of natural wealth. 
Only the closest governmental supervi- 


sion, supplemented by the watchfulness 
of our conservationists, will prevent it. 


SOCIETY IS AT FAULT 


Former State Prohibition Director Thom- 


as A. Dclaney and Former Prohibition 
Inspector Joseph Kay have been convicted 
of conspiracy to violate the Volstead act 
and of accepting a bribe. 
The case is 


not without appeal to public sympathy, 
notwithstanding the seriousness of the of- 
fenses. If Delaney and Ray should go to 
prison they will pay the price for their 
mistakes, in fact they are paying it now. 
Few ean reali/c the moral punishment 
where there has been moral standing". 


Delanoy's and Hay's life may not be 


ruined but they have received a hard 
blow. All will wish, however the case ter- 
minates, they may ultimately profit by it 
and may somehow manage to restore them- 
selves. There is something more than the 
usual lesson to the young man of today 
in the sad circumstances of their predica- 
ment. 
It is that his path Avill be beset 


by temptations, many of which if yielded 
to and gotten away with successfully are 
not only condoned but actually encour- 
aged by society. The danger is in not get- 
ting away with them, not that to cover 
them, up excuses them, but that the risks 
are not worth the possible gain, to say 
nothing of a seared conscience and a dis- 
honest life. 


Society has invited conspiracy to de- 


feat the Volstead act, one of the charges 
of which Mr. Delaney and Ray were con- 
victed. Society has put a premium 011 
such conspiracies and has paid fancy pric- 
es for ''delivery of the goods.'' Society 
urged the Dudenhoefers to resort to brib- 
ery to defeat the Volstead act. Ever since 
the passage of this law society has been 
engaged in a -wholesale attempt to evade 
and defeat it. 
Society helped to create 


the atmosphere which caused Prohibition 
Commissioner Delaney and his inspector 
to weaken and fall for the conspiracies of 
the brewers and distillers. Society—that 
is, that element of society which is con- 
spicuous in its activities, influence and 
voice—has had nothing but contempt for 
that extreme and impractical law known 
as the Volstead act, a breeder of disre- 
spect for all law. 
It has been a wild 


scramble, not merely to get the best of ra.'-' 
dical prohibition, but to get the most out 
of its prostitution and overthrow. 
The 


stakes have been high for those who 
played the game, and many of them have 
gotten away with their loot. For the 
most part the public has looked on with 
mingled emotions of cynicism and disgust. 
It has been a rather nauseating experience 
all around. 


This is not said to gloss over any 


wrongs of which Dela.ney and bis associ- 
ates may have been guilty. Rather it is to 
show that society itself stands in the role 
Qf partieeps crirninis. 
Society has been- 


an accessory to the fact, both before and 
after. 
Society emboldened the Duden- 


hoefers, to whom .$25.000 or $30,000 
meant nothing if they could secure what it 
was intended to buy. Society connived 
to disarm the prohibition director, to 
whom money in these amounts was a for- 
tune. 
Society greased tho wheels by 


standing ready to make the conspiracy 
profitable a.nd to accept "stolen goods." 
Society must, therefore, take its hhare of 
the responsibility for making crooks out 
of brewers ;iud distillers and for bringing 
about the downfall of inexperienced and 
easily tempted young men sent out to fight 
this traffic agakust unequal odds. Society, 
while speculating upon the Delaney case 
will do well to examine info the part it 
has played in this distressing drama. 


Society must have its booze, whether at 


the. hands of bootlc^gprs, conspirators or 
vulnerable public officials. 
Xo price is too 


high even that of lives, blasted by prison 
cells. Twenty dollars a quart soon equals 
a human life a,s values are reckoned today. 
And in the background the prohibition 
fanatic, who believes that all conduct 
should be prescribed by statute, looks out 
on the mess and rubs his hands with 
satisfaction.

Yet heart 
disease is second only to tuberculosis in the fortal- 
ity rate in the portion of the population or the 
I'nited States living in the registration area, which 
includes about four fifths of the entire population. 
A curious fact is that the majority of persons who 
of their own accord imagine they have weak hearts 
or "heart trouble" have no heart disease or impair- 
ment at all.- On the other hand, perhaps the great

have impaired 


hearts do not realize, it, tho they do, unless they 
are mentally deficient, realize that their health is 
not so good as it was. The popular notion is that 
heart disease is like a stroke of lightning from a 
clear sky, something that strikes down the victim 
suddenly, 'without warning and when he is in the 
acme of good health. This notion has no foundation 
in truth. It has just this frail foundation: too often 
the victim of heart disease prefers to misinterpret 
his failing health, his diminishing endurance, his 
weakening phy&ical powers, his waning mental cap 
city, in some such soothing term as "overwork," 
nervous strain," "run down condition," and it is in 
he months or years the victim drifts upon this 
alse assumption that the heart disease progresses 
o an advanced stage and the stage becomes set for 
ne of those sudden seizures which startle the vic- 
im's friends.

Just 
ivhat the limits of normal metabolism of such ele 
mentH may be is a matter of opinion. Doctors can 
only arbitrarily fix certain limits of "sugar toler 
ancc." So there is no doubt that an individual may 
ia%'e a higher or lower sugar tolerance at diffcren' 
times and under different circumstances, yet stil 
be healthy and have no diabetes.

Tax Report Shows Industrial 


Property is High in Proper- 


tion to Population 


The value of industrial property in 


Apple ton is greater compared to the 
population than in many other Wis- 
consin cities according to buletin 13 
issued by the Wisconsin tax commis- 
sion. 
Property taxes In Appleton amount 


to $44.03 per person, according to the 
bulletin. Tho assessed value of all 
property is $26,068,389 and this is near- 
ly 88 per cent of the true value. The 
tax rate is 33 mills. It the property in 
the city was assessed at its true value 
it is calculated the tax rate would be 
29 mills. 
Fond du Lac, on the other hand, with 


a tax rate practically the same as Ap- 
pleton's pays a tax of only $38.04 per 
person, because its assessed valuation 
is over $800,000 higher and its popula- 
tion is greater. Crandon in which 
property is assessed at 111 per cent of 
its true value and pays a rate 7 mills 
higher than Appleton still does not 
have as large a tax per person as Ap- 
pleton. The per capita tax in Cran- 
don is $32.21 despite the fact that the 
assessment and rate are both higher. 
This would bear out the statement that 
Appleton's industrial worth is relative- 
ly greater in comparison with the 
population. 
Property in Kaukauna is valued at 


112 per cent of its true value but it 
pays less taxes per person than Ap.

During the 20 years that I have 


been so engaged I have seen a. lot 
of unusual happenings. 


At the close of each season I feel 


that I have witnessed about every 
freak play possible. Yet each incom- 
ing season discloses something new 
and unusual. 
Reading ovewthe baseball problem 


that I have prepared especially for 
The Post-Crescent you may decide 
that it is the raving of some maniac, 
that such things could never happen 
on the ball field. 


Every play used in the 
problem 


happens from time to time on the 
ball field. Sotjie of the situations are 
of the ordinary type-and come up 
often, others are a bit unusual, out 
of the ordinary.
